Powelson and Mr. Zugschwert. 
Clerk Wimmer read the minutes uf 
tbe l*st regular and a number of spe- 
cial meetings, and council accepted 
them and not down to business. 


ObitracuMC a Street- 


A petition from the people of Brow- 
er avenue asked that an obstruction 
of 15 feet uf fenced property in front 
of the residence of A. Albert be re- 
moved. George Kitchen explained to 
council that each property owner con- 
sented some time ago to give a strip 
of 15 feet M> make it a street- 
Mr. 
Shaw said Dr. Brower had explained 
tbe matter to b-tn by saying he bad 
owned the land and sold it to Albert. 
rVhen the lawyer drew up the deed he 
neglected to cut out the 15 feet at this 
ot, and Albert refused to give the 
land. It is worth 325 the doctor 
thinks. 
"Better clow up tbe alley in the 
rear of his property." remarited the 
mayor.

Aixmt Streets. 


John Hains wanted the lower end of 
Chestnut graded and gutters paved 
tith brick. The curbing, he said, is 
sufficient, and if the street is graded 
.here will be no more flooding of gar- 
dens. There is a hump that causes 
great annoyance. 
Solicitor McDowell recalled it was 
referred to* street committee of the 
)ld council of which Mayor Kinner was 
a member, with power to act, but 
nothing had ever been done. 
George Senft wants to put down a 
idewalk in front of his residence on 
ower Chestnut, and the matter went 
street committee with full power to 
act.Dick Dames wanted to know what 
council was going to do with the 
water on South Seventh. The sewer 
is large enough to take care of the 
water.but. the inlets are very much too 
jtnall- Water comes down the Wal- 
nut bill, from the Pan Handle, on 
Orange to a point on Seventh, causing 
he trouble. 
Mr. Sbaw said property owners on 
Orange between Cherry and Seventh 
also suffered froza flood. Mr. Johnson 
moved it be referred to Engineer Han- 
on and that he remedy the matter. 


Moving Wheeling Depot. 


I 
wrote to Mr. Blickensderfer

Eleventh Street Reselatira. 


A resolution was presented by street 
committee recommending the opening j 
of Eleventh street to Chestnut. Ac- 
cording to the resolution it will be ne- 
cessary to buy land from Isaac M. 
Shannon, George Wanamaker, Mana 
Kiser and the heirs of Henry Hay. 
Mr. Johnson asked if the Twelfth 
street opening had been investigated 
by the committee, and the solicitor 
explained the resolution was simply 
to find tbe cost of tbe proposed im 
provement-

INTO HER BREAST 


Alaost tastait Death For Miss 


Lulu Moore, a Teacher. 


SUICIDE AT WEST LAFAYETTE

WEST LJLFAYBTTB, May 28 (Special., 
—Mist Lulu Moore shot .herself in the 
left 
breast this morning at 5:30 
o'clock. The ballet penetrated her 
bfcatl andkoe died in half an hour. She 
was (be daughter of James Moore, the 
well known farmer residing in Pike 
township. 
Miss Moore was the teacher of the 
primary department of the'public 
schools, and attended toner duties as 
usual on Tuesday. "In the evening 
she was *t the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Dickerson near the Methodist 
church where she boarded. So far as 
is known she went to bed at the usual 
hour, and was in her room when the 
family.arose in the morning-. Mr. 
Dickerson ate his breakfast and went 
to work as usual leaving Mrs. Dicker- 
son In the house. 
Mrs. Dickerson was in the back yard 
feeding the chickens when she heard 
a sound as though a window bad drop- 
ped. She paid no attention to the 
happening and went on with her 
work. Suddenly she heard another 
sound. This time she could not be 
mistaken. She knew it was the crack 
of a revolver. 
Hastening int,o the house she ran 
upstairs and into Mis* Moore's room. 
There she saw what she will not for- 
get as long as she lives. 
Miss Moore was lying on the bed. 
Her hand was stretched along her 
right side and in it was a revolver. 
She was gasping for breath and be- 
fore the horrified woman could give 
her the slightest help she was almost 
dead. 
Mrs. Dickerson quickly gave the 
alarm and the neighbors came to ren- 
der what assistance was possible. Mr. 
Dickerson is a Pan Handle telegraph 
operator and returning home lent his 
aid: Doctor Edwards was called but 
could do nothing as the wound was 
mortal. Jas-Moore. the young woman's 
Father, was notified at West Carlisle. 
Word was senC that he would come on 
tbejirst train. ' 
The details of the tragedy were 
soon worked out. Miss'""Moore had 
l£t£ her room and gone to the room 
occupied bj-tne JQickficsons., There 
Bickerson always kept two revolvers, 
one with a short barrel. This she bad 
picked up and going to her room pull- 
ed:- the trigger, the bullet going 
ihrough the door. Why she did this 
will never be known. But it is cer- 
tain she went again to the Dicker- 
son's room, got the other revolver, re- 
turned to her bed. and fired the shot 
that ended her life. 
Miss Moore was a young woman of 
splendid attainments, cheerful and 
bright in all circumstances. 
For two 
years she bad charge of the primary 
department of the West Lafayette 
schools, and her work was such as to 
make her a favorite. She was popular 
with all who knew her, and that she 
would deliberately end her life was 
the last thought of her 
host of 
friends- She was exemplary and good, 
and her influence was ever exerted for 
the right. 


2fo one knows why Miss Moore took 
her life. She once intimated to Mrs. 
Dickerson that she was worried be- 
cause she feared she could not obtain 
a certificate to teach and her school 
would be taken from her. She was 
also worried because of her father's 
affairs and the litigation in which be 
was involved. Other than these no 
cause is assigned for the awful deed. 
Mr. Moore and one of his daughters 
reached West Lafayette this morning 
at 10 o'clock. Services were conduct- 
ducted in the Presbyterian church at 
2:30 this afternoon, and the body was 
sent to the home near West Carlisle.

Thursday afternoon and interment 
will be made in the cemetery there. 


THE INQUEST. 


Doctor Marshall Found it to Be a Case of 


Suicide. 


When be learned of Miss Moore's 
death Doctor Marshall, tbe coroner, 
drove at race to West Lafayette. He 
conducted tbe inquest, and found the 
facts substantially as they are given 
above. The first revolver was probably 
prematurely discharged because tbe 
spring was broken, and the bullet 
went through the pa-jel of the door. 
Miss Moore was dressed in her night 
clothes when she fired the shot, and 
tbe bullet entered tbe breast above 
tbe heart. Nothing could bave been 
done for her and sbe died within half 
an hour after the shooting. Sbe was 
breathing her last when Doctor Ed- 
wards arrived. 
Coroner Marshall will render a vei- 


>1ict of suicide.

VIOLENCE 


Not Apprehended In the Anthracite 


Region—The Situation. 


Hanisbnrg. Pa.. May 28.—The situ- 


ation in the anthracite coal region 
was discussed at a conference be- 
tween Governor Stone, Attorney Gen- 
eral Elkin and Thomas Duffy, T. D. 
Nicholls and John Fahey. district 
presidents of the United Mine Work- 
ers, in the governor's private oSceat 
the executive department. The mine 
•workers came here by invitation of 
the governor to explain the exact sit- 
uation in the strike region and as to 
what prospects there were of an early 
adjustment of the trouble between the 
coal operators and the striking min- 
ers. President Fahey said the strik- 
ers were obeying the law, and that he 
did not apprehend an? violence which 
would justify the operators in calling 
on the state authorities for militia. 


Temporary E>idewalk Gave Way. 
New York, May 2S.—Elvin L. Cool- 


idger circulation manager of the Xew 
York Commercial, was almost instant- 
ly killed, and about 100 others in- 
jured by the breaking down of a tem- 
porary sidewalk at Fifth avenue and 
Eighteenth street. Some of those in- 
jured may dia. Those who fell were 
part of the crowd gathered to watch 
the parade of militia in honor of the 
visit of the French Rochambeau com- 
mission to this city. Two hundred 
persona were en the sidewalk when it 
gave way. They were precipitated 
20 feet into an excavation for a new 
building and fell on piles of building 
material. 


Meat Famine Imminent. 


Chicago, May 28. — Chicago's beef 


supply from the stockyards has been 
almost entirely cut off, and unless the 
concessions demanded by the striking 
teamsters are granted within the next 
day or two the city will be face to 
face •with a meat famine. The situa- 
tion is growing more alarming with 
the passing of each day. Not only 
have the big packers failed la evgry 
attempt to smuggle meat out of the 
yards, but the wholesale and retail 
butchers have been forbiddea to do 
BO in the future. 


In s>tme cities of Ohio police officers 
are required to assist ths street de- 
partment by reporting violations of 
the law. Tbn, experiment has proved 
successful. It might be tried with 
some success in Cosbocton.
